In JP-A-2002-271281 (corresponding to US2002/0 126780), when a mobile telephone 
acquires transmitting information of a broadcasting station in a current broadcasting service area, 
transmitting information of a broadcasting station of neighboring service area is acquired. 

In JP-A-2002-009649, when a receiving status of broadcasting is deteriorated, a receiving 
area is estimated from an identifying number of a mobile phone base station, and a frequency of a 
broadcasting station which adapts to the estimated receiving area which belongs to a currently 
receiving broadcasting station group is detected, and the frequency is switched to the detected 
frequency.
